Don’t let the spell 
of June wedding atmosphere get the best of you—you had 
better be somewhat skeptical of that ‘‘love at first sight’? in- 
spiration and let Father Time help you make up your mind, 
In a great majority of instances it is much better to know some- 
thing about the person you are marrying. The record shows 
that kind of marriages last longer as a rule. There have been 
instances where couples changed their minds about getting 
married after they got real well acquainted. 

There are apparently far too many who do not take the 
matter of marriage as a serious matter. Judging by the re- 
sults in the way ot quick divorces, far too many figure mar- 
riage an a la Hollywood affair—they marry in haste and get 
divorced just as hastily.

Final Service Held 


Lincoln’s principle of ‘malice to-| ¢3 on different phases lof the inter-

all,” a just and lasting pedce can' 
be realized, Wiley W. Mather de- 
clared in a thought - provoking 
Memorial day address yesterday. 
His inspiring patriotic appeal cli- 
maxed the impressive observance 
of Memorial day. | 

Without any Civil war veteran} 
present, hundreds of people in the 
Chaffey district paid honor to the 
memory of the nation’s war heroes. 
This was the first Memorial day: 
program here without a G. A. R. 
member. Since the observance 4 
year ago, Alois Podrasnik, the last 
survivor, has died. A_ riderless 
horse in the colorful parade on 
Euclid avenue gave mute evidence 
that time has taken its toll among | 
the veterans. 

Offers Question 

Speaking from the platform on 
the quadrangle of the Chaffey 
campus, Mr. Mather alluded to one| 





fact that Mr. Podrasnik had gone 
and then quertioned: “What can 
we do to achieve a just and last- 
ing peace and to fulfil) the ideals 
of the war veterans?” 

Mr. Mather, who is recognized 
as an outstanding educator and 
speaker, suggested first that; 
America correct internal  disor- 
ders and then improve its inter- 
national relations. 

Concerning national affairs, he: 
suggested more strict adherence to, 
the principles of justice, removal 
of many economic injustices, pro- 
viding greater opportunities for 
citizens, fair dealing in all matters, 
a “long range” view of all prob- 
Jems and “forgetting of petty dif- 
ferences and jealousies.” 

‘If we cannot keep peace at 
home among ourselves, we cannot | 
play the role of peacemaker in| 
world affairs,” he continued. | 

International Problem 

Turning to America’s place in 
international affairs, Mr. Mather 
urged more liberal trade relations, 
easier access to raw products 
througout the world,and a stabil- 
ized currency. 

The League of Nations failed, 
Mr. Mather said, because of the 
“injustices of revenge.” Lincoln’s 
idealism of peace was urgently 
supported as a program acceptable 
for today’s problems. 

The varied patriotic program 
on the Chaffey campus followed a 
parade, one of the most attractive 
ever presented on Memorial day. 
Throngs lined Euclid avenue to 
view the inspiring procession. H. 
A, Cramer of Upland was grand 
marshal. 

O’Brien Presides 

F. E, O'Brien presided at 4 the 
campus program. He intreduced 
representatives of all the patriotic 
groups in the community. Pa- 
triotic musical selections were pre- 
sented by the Chaffey band and the 
Chaffey High School Harmony 
club.
